Only 121 points of rain 
were recorded, compared 
with almost two inches 
only a few miles away in 
Altona, 

About 1000 homes in 
the Williamstown area 
were blacked out for 20 
minutes, when lightning 
struck one of the main 
electricity supply feeders. 

No property damage 
caused by the storm was 
reported to the local coun- 
cil.

The Presbyterian 
Moderator of the 
presbytery of Mel- 
bourne, the Rev. 
W. Drooger, this 
week sent a letter to 
each of his parishes 
attacking the sale of 
fow alcohol content 
soft drinks. 


He accused _ those’ 
responsible for ‘putting al- 
cohol into milk bars of 
being irresponsible and 
contributing to the drug 
addiction of minors. 

He asked his parish- 
ioners to contact their 
members of Parliament 
and to urge them to legis- 
late for the immediate 
prohibition of the drink. 

The presbytery of Mel- 
bourne includes ali Pre- 
sbyterian churches in 
Altona, Spotswood, New- 
port, Williamstown, Yar- 


raville, Kensington and 
many others suburbs.

The letter reads: 

“It causes me great con- 

cern that low alcohol con- 
tent beverages have 
become available for sale 
in milk bars. 
. “The milk bar is the 
meeting place mainly for 
children and young .teen- 
agers. 

“The aquaintance ‘with 
alcohol, even though it be 
Jess than two per cent. in 
this environment is a dan- 
ger which is not to be 
underestimated. 

“Tt enhances the idea 
that alcohol consumption 
is a token of adulthood 
and because of its low al- 
cohol content, may create

“The responsibility — to 
do what we can to prevent 
this rests with us now.

“I see this as an issue to 
which we must most 
strongly object in 
obedience to the command 


of Christ. “Love thy 
neighbor”. .

“I urge you therefore, 
as ministers and elders of 
the church, to bring this 
before your congregations, 
encouraging them to con- 
tact their members of par- 
liament with a view to the 
enactment of legislation 
for the prohibition of the 
selling of alcohol in milk 
bars. 


“The power of public 
opinion has been proven 
on many occasions, so in 
the name of Christ let us 
try to use it in this dan- 
gerous situation.”

During this period 191!- 
1933 trains, water, elec- 
tricity, better access roads 
(Millers Road was ex- 
ended over Kororoit Creek 
in 1930) made Altona a 
bettet place to live in. 

Regarding land values of 
the period. These as taken 
from newspaper and cther 
publications, are as fol-

In 1927 land was selling 
from $5 to $18 per foot. A 
brochure of 1929 quoted
